Color  rosy  salmon,  generally  fiaked  with  sal- 
mon scarlet,  a large  and  striking  pure  yellow 
blotch  on  lower  petals.

BRENDA — A variety  of  very  attractive  color, 
with  blooms  of  good  size  and  light,  graceful 
spikes.  'ihe  color  is  a very  delicate  shade 
of  pink:  a bright  scarlet  blotch  in  centre.

The  color  is  a beautiful  shade  of  soft 
lavender  pink,  with  a small  cream  blotch  on 
the  lower  petals.  Under  dry  conditions,  petals 
may  be  slightly  flecked  with  carmine,  but 
color  is  usually  very  pure.

Under  our 
tests  this  variety  has  given  the  largest 
flowers  of  all  the  crimsons,  and  is  also  one  of 
the  richest  in  color.  About  five  flowers  open 
at  a time;  these,  owing  to  their  great  size, 
making  a fine  spike.

It  has  also  a good  color,  a 
clear  salmon  pink  shade,  with  a purple  mark 
on  lower  petals.
